KEEP CHILDREN At BOMB 


The borough board of health urges 


parents to keep their children at hoase 
until the scarlet fever eases now de- 
veloped in Clearfteld have been erad- 
icated. The citizens, believing that 
although the school houses had been 
ventilated there was stilt danger of 
the fever attacking their children,, 
asked that the school buildings be 
closed, and this was done by the board 
of education. Now, if these parents 
are anxious to prevent their children 
from coming in contact with those 
who have the disease, they will t 
that their children do not visit homes 
where the fever is known to exist or 
mingle with those who are Just re- 
covering from, the disease. 


Every citizen should consider it hi» 


duty to aid in preventing the spread 
of scarlet fever in this town. No one 
seems to i"?ow where the disease 
originated, but it probable that the 
germs were brought from Osceola or 
some other'town ia which the fever 
prevailed. However, how or when the 
disease got here is not as important as 
is the necessity for putting an end 
to its ravages. Fortunately, thus far, 
none of the cases has proven fatal, 
but the dread of the disease and the 
fear that deaths may results should 
induce parents to obey the rules of 
the health board. 


Children under eighteen years of 


age have been prohibited from at- 
tending places of amusements or other 
gatherings where the germs of the 
fever might be encountered, and if 
parents will keep their children away 
from the infection the disease will be 
stamped out in time. 
Fumigation 


of the proper kind should be used, 
not only in public buildings, but in 
other places frequented by people. 
But, after all, the surest way by 
which scarlet fever may be prevented 
from spreading is to stay away from. 
places where the germs are known 01 
believed to have found lodgement. 


While the legislature is making 


laws covering about every subject ua- 
der the eua it should provide some 
punishment for those people who re- 
fuse or neglect to conform to the laws 
governing quarantine in contagious 
cases. There should be a jail sen- 
trncc provided as a penalty for any

HAD TO BE TAUGHT FRENCH1 


English Horses, In Service of Gallic 


Owner*, Unable to Understand 


Words of Command. 


A French writer tells a quaint story 


of the war. He says that the English 
cavalry in France found themselves in 
possession of a number of horses 
which were not found suitable for 
cavalry -work. By arrangements with 
the French government they sold them 
off to French peasants for agricultural 
work. The farmers were delighted; 
though the horses were not adapted 
for cavalry work, they were better 
than they had been accustomed to 
have for farm work. But when they 
came to work them a difficulty arose. 
The horses did not understand French. 
When addressed with "Hue" or a 
"Dial" (which is idiomatic 
French 


for "Gee up!" and ""Way, whoa!") 
they did not budge. No doubt carters 
in France, as in Kngland, have n whole 
vocabulary of horse talk. Apart from 
the starting and stopping there are 
special cries which tell the horse to 
turn to the right or left or to take 
up a particular posture when it is 
being groomed. 


Even In England these carters' and 


grooms' words differ lnvdifferent coun- 
ties, but probably that would be no 
difficulty in the way of transferring a 
horse, say, from the' north of Eng- 
land to the south. For. as the experi- 
mental psychologists tell us, animals 
do not really understand articulation; 
what they do understand is the tone 
In which words are spoken. This has 
been said even of dogs, which ari 
much more intelligent than 
horses 


and 
much more attentive to 
the 


speech of man. Dog lovers, however, 
deny this, and say that dogs under- 
stand the spoken word In whatever 
tone It is uttered or however quietly. 
However that may be. It would not 
help the English horses in France, 
since the French tones expressing 
the various moods of entreaty or com- 
mand differ even more from the Eng- 
lish than does the pronunciation of 
the words. The horse is not the only 
animal to which French i\ou)d be a 
foreign tonpup. In France you call a 
cat not by a hissing sound. "Tsh, tsh," 
or "Pah, psh," as we do, but by some- 
thing between a kiss and a whistle. 
Hence In France the vocative of "cat" 
is not "Puss" but "Mimi,"

KEEP CHILDREN At BOMB 


The borough board of health urges 


parents to keep their children at hoase 
until the scarlet fever eases now de- 
veloped in Clearfteld have been erad- 
icated. The citizens, believing that 
although the school houses had been 
ventilated there was stilt danger of 
the fever attacking their children,, 
asked that the school buildings be 
closed, and this was done by the board 
of education. Now, if these parents 
are anxious to prevent their children 
from coming in contact with those 
who have the disease, they will t 
that their children do not visit homes 
where the fever is known to exist or 
mingle with those who are Just re- 
covering from, the disease. 


Every citizen should consider it hi» 


duty to aid in preventing the spread 
of scarlet fever in this town. No one 
seems to i"?ow where the disease 
originated, but it probable that the 
germs were brought from Osceola or 
some other'town ia which the fever 
prevailed. However, how or when the 
disease got here is not as important as 
is the necessity for putting an end 
to its ravages. Fortunately, thus far, 
none of the cases has proven fatal, 
but the dread of the disease and the 
fear that deaths may results should 
induce parents to obey the rules of 
the health board. 


Children under eighteen years of 


age have been prohibited from at- 
tending places of amusements or other 
gatherings where the germs of the 
fever might be encountered, and if 
parents will keep their children away 
from the infection the disease will be 
stamped out in time. 
Fumigation 


of the proper kind should be used, 
not only in public buildings, but in 
other places frequented by people. 
But, after all, the surest way by 
which scarlet fever may be prevented 
from spreading is to stay away from. 
places where the germs are known 01 
believed to have found lodgement. 


While the legislature is making 


laws covering about every subject ua- 
der the eua it should provide some 
punishment for those people who re- 
fuse or neglect to conform to the laws 
governing quarantine in contagious 
cases. There should be a jail sen- 
trncc provided as a penalty for any

HAD TO BE TAUGHT FRENCH1 


English Horses, In Service of Gallic 


Owner*, Unable to Understand 


Words of Command. 


A French writer tells a quaint story 


of the war. He says that the English 
cavalry in France found themselves in 
possession of a number of horses 
which were not found suitable for 
cavalry -work. By arrangements with 
the French government they sold them 
off to French peasants for agricultural 
work. The farmers were delighted; 
though the horses were not adapted 
for cavalry work, they were better 
than they had been accustomed to 
have for farm work. But when they 
came to work them a difficulty arose. 
The horses did not understand French. 
When addressed with "Hue" or a 
"Dial" (which is idiomatic 
French 


for "Gee up!" and ""Way, whoa!") 
they did not budge. No doubt carters 
in France, as in Kngland, have n whole 
vocabulary of horse talk. Apart from 
the starting and stopping there are 
special cries which tell the horse to 
turn to the right or left or to take 
up a particular posture when it is 
being groomed. 


Even In England these carters' and 


grooms' words differ lnvdifferent coun- 
ties, but probably that would be no 
difficulty in the way of transferring a 
horse, say, from the' north of Eng- 
land to the south. For. as the experi- 
mental psychologists tell us, animals 
do not really understand articulation; 
what they do understand is the tone 
In which words are spoken. This has 
been said even of dogs, which ari 
much more intelligent than 
horses 


and 
much more attentive to 
the 


speech of man. Dog lovers, however, 
deny this, and say that dogs under- 
stand the spoken word In whatever 
tone It is uttered or however quietly. 
However that may be. It would not 
help the English horses in France, 
since the French tones expressing 
the various moods of entreaty or com- 
mand differ even more from the Eng- 
lish than does the pronunciation of 
the words. The horse is not the only 
animal to which French i\ou)d be a 
foreign tonpup. In France you call a 
cat not by a hissing sound. "Tsh, tsh," 
or "Pah, psh," as we do, but by some- 
thing between a kiss and a whistle. 
Hence In France the vocative of "cat" 
is not "Puss" but "Mimi,"
